Examiner 9 s Amendment

2. Claims 1 thru 8, and 13 thru 24 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance: The references of record, either singularly or in combination, do not teach 
or suggest at least a nonvolatile memory with spacer trapping structure, said nonvolatile memory 
comprising: trapping structures including a first isolation layer formed on the sidewalls of said 
control gate structure and dielectric spacers formed on said first isolation layer, wherein said 
spacer trapping structures include charge trapping capability thereby storing multiple bits of data 
in multiple trapping sites to achieve multiple status within one single cell.
